REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A close prior art, Koike et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5945689), discloses most of the limitations 
of the claims, but fails to show at least the first nitride semiconductor layer has a higher band gap 
energy and a smaller concentration of the n-type impurity than the second nitride semiconductor 
layer.
